PALESTINE’S ECONOMY REPORTS

“Palestine’s ‘unprecedented favorable 


economic conditions show no signs cf 
abatement,’ states the report of the treas- 
urer-of the Palestine government, just 
made public.

U. S. HAS 15,000,000 UNEMPLOYED 

“The United States Conference of 
Mayors which convened recently in Chic- 
ago was told by Harry L. Hopkins, Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief Director, that 
there are now 15,000,000 unemployed in 
the U. S. 

““We must face the facts as to the 
huge numbers of unemployed in the na- 
tion,” Hopxins declared. ‘Prior to last 
March, that information was a deep, dark 
secret. 

“*We have determined now, however, 
that the number at that time was 4,800,- 
000 families, or about 20,000,000 indivia- 
uals. There has been improvement, the 
figure at the end of last August beiag 
about 3,200,000 families.’ ” 

I feel that we are facing one of ‘he 
greatest crises in the history of the world, 
and there is but one hope for the lovers 
of Christ and that is to be ready to meet 


Him. While there may be some minor 
improvements in financial conditions, the 
whole thing is sure to culminate in the 
confusion of this government, and as con- 
ditions in other countries have been the 
overspreading of communism, should this 
plan fail, these communistic forces are 
sure to work themselves in. When human 
beings let go of every other reliance in 
the universe and hang entirely on the 
merits of the work of Jesus Christ, the 
Lamb of God, it is then that those who 
love Him will find rest and peace and 
happiness.

Those who seem to be greatly inter- 
ested in bringing back prosperity are try- 
ing to do it by their own human efforts, 
and I am sure that the course being pur- 
sued will never bring the results that are 
hoped for. Until we follow in the steps 
of Him who came not to be ministered 
unto but to minister. and give ourselves 
in sacrifice and service to help others 
and better their ecndition. not only in 
temporal things but in spiritual blessings 
as well, there will be no hope for perman- 
ent relief. 

“In the Dearborn Independent a few 
years ago Mr. Ford in giving out infor- 
mation, startled the world by laying bare 
a plot for world revolution that aimed 
at the overthrow of capitalists and all re- 
ligion. The article was based on the docu. 
ment known as ‘Protocols of the Elders 
ef Zion.’ In 1920 the American Jewish 
Committee in conference with other Jew- 
ish organizations, issued a declaration de- 
claring the Protocols as forgery.”

PUBLISHING HOUSE ACCOUNTS 


As was announced in the last issue of 
the Evangel, the Publishing House, begin- 
ning Nov. 1st will be operated on cash 
basis with this exception, that individuals, 
churches or Sunday Schools who have 
regularly and promptly met their obliga- 
tions in the past will be entitled to thirty 
days credit which is considered cash by 
the business world. Also please remember 
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that this is a ruling of the General As- 
sembly and not an act of the management 
of the Publishing House here. 

Accounts that have not been properly 
taken care of according to the same rul- 
ing are to be examined by a committee of 
three, neither of which is the editor, to 
determine the manner in which they 
have been taken care of. The committee 
will examine these unpaid accounts noi 
later than Jan. Ist. The Assembly has 
further authorized that all such accounts 
be turned over to a collecting agency :f- 
ter that date. You will favor: yourself to 
remember that this is also an act of the 
Assembly and that the decision of the 
committee that must pass upon these ac- 
counts will be reached under the author- 
ity of the Assembly itself and who are 
also duty bound to act in harmony with 
that ruling if they are to be loyal. You 
should feel it your duty to take care of 
your obligations promptly. It is for the 
good of all concerned that you do this 
and it will save you embarrassment and 
possibly trouble by so doing. 

Those of you who have had special fa- 
vors extended to you should feel obli- 
gated to comply with those favors by 
meeting your obligation promptly. As 
much as we dislike to refuse any one 
credit we may only extend such, and that 
for a period of thirty days, to those who 
have been prompt in taking care of their 
accounts, Please arrange to square your 
slate or account with the Publishing 
House so that your credit will be good for 
thirty days in the future.

RECOGNIZING RUSSIA‘* 

President Roosevelt stated that one of 
three major things must be considered 
in the United States recognizing the Rus- 
sian government as to whether Russia 
shall or shall not have a recognized place 
in the society of nations, is that ces- 
sation of the spread of communist propa- 
ganda within the United States.

Get America ready for its 
fall.” (Concidential military report upon 
the address of a Soviet secret agent he- 
fore a Communist meeting in America.)

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“Ghe Mystery of Iniguity

“The MYSTERY OF INIQUITY doth 
already work, only he who now (hinder- 
eth) will (hinder) until he be taken out 
of the way.” 2 Thess. 2:7. 


HEN speaking of the presence of 
W evil intermingled with good in the 
world, Jesus set forth the following para- 
ble: “The kingdom of heaven is likened 
unto a certain man which sowed good 
seed in his field: but while the man slept, 
his enemy came and sowed tares among 
the wheat, and went his way. But when 
the blade was sprung up, and brought 
forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. 
So the servants of the householder came 
and said unto him, Sir, didst not thou 
sow good seed in thy field? from whence 
then hath it tares? He said unto them, 
An ENEMY hath done this.” Matt. 13:24- 
28. 

“Whence the tares?” or the working of 
iniquity in the world is another question 
the answer to which must be opened to 
us by REVELATION. Hence it is desik- 
nated as one of the “mysteries” of God. 

The Bible unveils the great source from 
whence all evil proceeds. “The great 
dragon, that old serpent called the devil 
and Satan.” Rev. 12:19. In interpreting 
the parable above cited Jesus said, “The 
field is the world: the good seed are the 
children (subjects) of the kingdom but 
the tares are the children (subjects) of 
the wicked one. THE ENEMY THAT 
SOWED THEM IS THE DEVIL.”—Matt. 
13:18-19. 

Satan is exposed as the ENEMY of 
God. Matt. 13:19; the ACCUSER of the 
brethren. Rev. 12:10; the ADVERSARY 
of the saints, 1 Pet. 5:8; the FATHER 
OF LIES, John 8:44; THE DECEIVER 
of the nations, Rev. 20:3; the GOD of the 
world, 2 Cor. 4:4; the PRINCE OF THE 
POWER of the air, Eph. 2:2; the RULER 
of darkness, Eph. 6:12; the HINDERER 
of God’s messengers, 1 Thess. 2:8; the 
instigator of rebellion, Rev. 20:8; and the 
great SOURCE of the working of IN- 
IQUITY, 2 Thess. 2:9. 

The devil is presented to us as A 
FALLEN BEING. Jesus said, “I beheld 
Satan as lightning FALL from heaven.” 
Luke 10:18. It is evident from this that 
his place was once in heaven, the imme- 
diate presence of God; but that he did aot 
remain in his place but fell from it. 

Two orders of created beings are revea!- 
ed in the Scriptures, first, the angels; 
secondarily, man. The angels were first 
created. How long ago is not revealed, 
but it is made plain that they were creat- 
ed and tested before the creation of man. 
The second verse in Genesis says, “The 
earth was without form and void, and 
darkness was upon the face of the deep.” 
This same language, “I beheld the earth 
and, lo, it was without form, and void 
* * **” is used in Jer. 4:23 as a condition 
resulting from the judgment of God. This 
would -suggest that when God began to

prepare the earth for the creation of 
man, He began to restore it from a 
cataclysmic condition into which it had 
been brought by a former judgment. Un- 
known ages may have elapsed between 
Gen. 1:1 when God at the first produced 
all things out of nothing by His spok2n 
word, and Gen. 1:2 when He began to 
restore the earth, in preparation for the 
second creation—man. Gen. 1:28 further 
suggests that the earth had formerly been 
inhabited. Man was commanded to “RE- 
PLENISH the earth and subdue it: and 
have dominion.” Gen, 1:28. It could not 
be replenished unless it had already at 
one time been inhabited. 

The earth everywhere bears evidence of 
a great upheaval. 

Giant oyster shells a foot in diameter 
are being mined out of the top of a moun- 
tain in Oregon. Fossil remains of life are 
being found buried hundreds of feet deep 
in the earth in mining regions. As the 
water has cut through layer after layer 
of earth strata to form the Grand Canyon 
in Arizona it has laid bare hundreds of 
evidences of life in the depths of the 
earth. Giant bones and skeletons are also 
being found belonging to mammoth ani- 
mals no more in existence. These many 
findings all point to a great upheaval in 
the earth, a judgment which swept away 
the existing life forms and turned the 
earth into a shapeless mass, “Without 
form and void,” Gen. 1:2; in which con- 
dition God began to again prepare it for 
habitation. The former earth may well 
have been the probationary testing 
ground of the angelic creation. 

Not all of the angels remained loyal to 
God. Some of them turned aside from 
their ordained sphere. “The angels which 
kept not their first estate, but left their 
own habitation, he hath reserved in ever- 
lasting chains under darkness unto the 
judgment of the great day.” Jude 6.Their 
departure from divine order brought up- 
on them banishment from the glorious 
circle of light in the immediate presence 
of God and shut them out into outer dark- 
ness where they are reserved forever 
bound “under darkness,” until the time 
of their judgment. They were cast down 
from God’s presence into the airy re- 
gions; out of heaven into the heavenlies. 
The saints of God will participate in their 
judgment. “Know ye not that we shall 
judge angels?” 1 Cor. 6:3. “— God spared 
not the angels that sinned, but cast them 
down to hell, and delivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judgment.” 2 Peter 2:4. Jesus testifies in 
Luke 10:18, “I beheld Satan fall from 
heaven,” and since the fallen angels are 
the only order of fallen beings described 
in the Scriptures other than fallen man, 
we identify the devil with the angelic 
order, Satan is a mighty fallen angel. 

Such a one is described in Ezekiel 28: 
14-19, “Thou art the anointed CHERUB 
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—thou wast perfect in thy ways from the 
day that thou wast created, TILL IN- 
IQUITY was found in thee * * * thou 
hast sinned * * * I will cast thee as pro- 
fane out of the mountain (kingdom) of 
God. —Thine heart was lifted up because 
of thy beauty, thou hast corrupted thy 
wisdom BY REASON OF THY BRIGHT- 
NESS: I will cast thee to the ground, I 
will lay thee before kings that they may 
behold thee.” Another description of the 
Evil One who has “made the world as a 
wilderness and did shake kingdoms,” is 
furnished us in Isaiah’s prophecy, chap- 
ter 14; verses 9 to 17 read in part, “How 
art thou fallen from heaven, Oh Lucifer, 
son of the morning! how art thou cut 
down to the earth which didst weaken 
the nations! Thou hast said in thine heart, 
I will ascend into heaven, I will exait 
my throne above the stars of God: * * I 
will be like the Most High. Yet thou 
shalt be brought down to hell, to the sides 
of the pit. They that see thee shall nar- 
rowly look upon thee, and consider thee, 
saying, Is this the man that made the 
earth to tremble, and did shake king- 
doms; that made the world as a wilder- 
ness (barren of its intended fruitfulness). 
Hell from beneath is moved for thee to 
meet ‘thee at thy coming, it stirreth up 
the dead for thee, even all the chief ones 
of the earth * * * all they shall speak and 
say, Art thou also become weak as we? 
art thou become like unto us? Thy pomp 
is brought down to the grave!” 

Four distinct stages may be marked in 
the downfall of Satan. First, his banish- 
ment from heaven, from whence he is 
now permitted to dwell in the heavenlies 
or airy regions. While he is given liberty 
of operation as “prince of the power of 
the air,” Eph. 2:2, he is also permitted ac- 
cess to the throne of God where he ap- 
pears, “day and night,” as the “accuser 
of the brethren.” Rev. 12:10. At the close 
of the gospel dispensation Satan will be 
cast down out of the airy regions “unto 
the earth.” Rev. 12:9. At the commence- 
ment of the 1000 year reign of Christ he 
will descend a stage further, being con- 
fined during that period in the bottom- 
less pit. At the final stage of his fall the 
devil will be cast into the lake of fire 
there to remain “forever and forever.” 
Rev. 20:10. 

At the present time the devil, by some 
divine arrangemént, is being allowed to 
exercise dominion over the dwellers of 
earth, having power over all who do not 
resist his dominion and voluntarily sub- 
ject themselves to the will of God. Satan 
even attempted to turn Christ aside from 
His Father’s will. Luke 4:5-7, “The devil, 
taking him up into an high mountain, 
shewed unto him all of the kingdoms of 
the world in a moment of time. And the 
devil said unto him, All this power will 
I give thee, and the glory of them: FOR 
THAT IS DELIVERED UNTO ME; AND 
TO WHOMSOEVER I WILL GIVE IT, IF 
THOU THEREFORE WILT WORSHIP 
ME, ALL SHALL BE THINE.” The earth 
life of all mankind is a series of tests, 
through which it is made evident—who 
among men have it in their heart to serve 
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the Lord and who it is that will reject 
his government submitting rather to the 
dominion of the Evil One. “To whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, his ser- 
vanis ye are.” Rom. 6:16. The culmina- 
tive result of man’s probationary testings 
determines his eternal destiny. Thus the 
sinner sin by sin commits himself more 
fully into the hands of the Author of In- 
iquity until he will at last become iden- 
tificd as one spirit with him and having 
been a partaker with him in rebellion will 
also receive a part with him in eternal 
doom. The redeemed, as they continue to 
resist the devil and gain victory after vic- 
tory over temptation, establish beyond 
cha'lenge the fact of their loyalty to God 
until the proof they have given of thetr 
devotion to Him is accounted sufficient. 
They will then be elevated above the ne- 
eessity cf ever again being tried, and will 
be allowed to continue forever in the eter 
nal oneness with God which has been the 
voluntary choice of their soul.

THE BIBLE PROVING ITSELF 


One of the most convincing proofs of 
the Divine origin of the Scripture is 
found in the perfect unity of the various 
writers, living in different centuries, and 
writing under circumstances and influ- 
ences very unlike. Its various Books bear 
testimony to one another. They bespeak 
the same origin. They lead to the same 
result. Each individual writer, as he 7p- 
pears or disappears, points to some one 
who has gone before, or prophesies of 
some one yet to come. Successive ages are 
linked together; hand joins in hand; and 
all stand or fall together. 

The biography, the history, the proph- 
ecy, the devotion, are all true or all false. 
If Elijah never lived, what sense is there 
to the prophecy of Malachi? How can it 
reach bacxward to the great reformer of 
Israel? How can it rcach forward to ihe 
great forerunner of our Lord? 

If Noah, Daniel and Job were myths, 
then Ezekiel’s praise is fabulous; but if 
they really lived, and served their gen- 
eration by the will of God, then his words 
carry conviction over seventeen hundred 
years, and touch matters of infinite im- 
portance, 

If Isaiah saw, with his own eyes, the 
hosts of Sennacherib struck down with- 
out the walls of Jerusalem, then the 
Books of Kings and Chronicles, in which 
the event is recorded, are true and trust- 
worthy. 

David commemorates, in sacred verse, 
the varied history of the Jews, as record- 
ed in the Pentateuch. If Moses is false, 
David cannot be true. 

Josiah finds the long-neglected Book of 
the Law, and bows before it as the Word 
of God, and all his people with him. The 
whole nation is deceived, or else that 
Book of the Law is genuine and authen- 
tic. 

Jonah tells of the impulsive, but tem- 
porary repentance of the Ninevites; and 
Nahum confirms his words by recording 
their final and subsequent destruction. 
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If Ezra and Nehemiah really rebuilt the 
Temple, then Haggai and Zechariah really 


prophesied. The sermon delivered on that. 


occasion, within the rising walls, indors- 
ed all the miracles of Egypt, and enumer- 
ated the provocation of the people and the 
forbearance of God. If the text be false 
the sermon cannot be true. All hang to- 
gether. 

If Moses is false in prose, David is false 
in poetry. If Jeremiah never wrote, Dan- 
iel’s prayer is absurdity. You have either 
a successicn of holy, trustworthy, Divin»- 
ly chosen and Divinely taught men, each 
delivering, it is true, his own independent 
testimony, but making himself respon- 
sible, also, for what had been “written 
aforetime”; or you have the blind leading 
the bl'nd, and all fallirs into the dite:' 
And how can this blindness be supposea, 
when their mighty words are mingl!>d 
with their mighty works? 

The question is not, simply, the Histor- 
ians and Seers and Psalmists and Proph- 
ets believed in one another; but that God 
wrought with them, and confirmed their 
word with signs following. It is not thut 
you have Moses standing alone, and de- 
manding credence to the word he speaks; 
but you have Joshua, also, who bade the 
sun stand still; David, who was the man 
after God’s own heart; Elijah, who was 
taken to Heaven in a whirlwind; Isaiah, 
who saw Christ’s day; Daniel, who was 
delivered from a lion’s den,—all uniting 
in their testimony to his truth, making 
his writings the text of the sermons, the 
burdens of their prayers, the keynote of 
their songs, and the guide of their lives. 
—The Wonderful Word.

Text: Mark 2:5, “When Jesus saw their 
faith, we said unto the sick of the palsy, 
Son, thy sins be forgiven thee.” 


ince attending the great Annual As- 
~ sembly, and hearing the messages of 
“The Need of the Church” by Brother 
Tharp, “Unity” by Brother McClendon, 
and other good messages, and while medi- 
tating over them, the Lord gave me this 
message for the Evangel. 

Notice the first clause of the fifth verse, 
“When Jesus saw their faith.” I can see 
the need of carrying our corner more 
than ever before.

But 
“Jesus saw their faith,” not the faith cf 
one man, or two, but all four had faith, 
and they put it into action by each one 
carrying his corner. Oh, if each member 
of the Church of God would catch this 
spirit and start out now, the beginning 
of another year, and do whatever our 
hands find to do, hold up our corner, I 
am sure the Church would go by leaps 
and bounds. But if some of us fail, what 
will be the result? Some one will fail to 
get to Jesus. The man in our text was 
saved and healed by the power of Jesus 
and the cooperation of these faithful four. 

The eleventh and twelfth verses tell 
us that Jesus commanded the man to 
arise, take up his bed and go his way in- 
to his house, and he was healed instantly. 
It was so marvelous in the eyes of the 
people that they said, “We never saw it 
on this fashion.” If we see the Lord and 
His power manifested in the church, we 
are going to have to hold up our corner. 
Oh, if every one could feel the responsi- 
bility as I do today, I am sure we would 
put forth a greater effort for God than 
ever before. 

Most all business concerns have c¢o- 
operated with the N. R. A., the Blue 
Eagle, saying, “We do our part.” When 
We came in the Church of God we made 
a vow to walk in the light, obey those 
over us in the Lord, and take the Bible 
for our guide. Many of us, if not all, no 
doubt, promised the Lord we would do 
anything He said, or go anywhere He 
said for us to go, if He would only give 
us the blessing.

With Japan already withdrawn from 
the League of Nations and now Germany 
following close on her heels demoraliz- 
ing the peaceful outlook of the work dis- 
armament conference to the extent that 
the League may find it possible and neces- 
sary to discontinue its next meeting. May 
we not in the light of such action and 
failure on the part of the League of Na- 
tions learn as others have said that agree- 
ments and treaties are but mere scraps 
of paper. 

Henry Morgenthau, famous diplomat 
and economist, who is the father of the 
Agricultural Administrator of the same 
name, says that war in Europe next year 
is “inevitable.” He is a conservative man, 
not a firebrand or jingoO, and when a man 
of that character issues such a statement 
as this it cannot be waved altogether 
aside. He points out several localities in 
Europe where a war explosion may take 
place any time, just as it did in 1914 in 
the small and obscure Bosnian city of 
Serajevo. These storm centers, he says, 
are: first, the Rhine and its outlet to 
the sea; second, the Danube, whose valley 
is the granary of Europe; third, the Vis- 
tula, where there is a clash between Pol- 
ish and German interests, and fourth, the 
Adriatic, which Mussolini plans to make 
an “inland Italian sea.” 

Mr. Morgenthau points out what we 
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all already know, and what most of us 
knew and said at the time the League of 
Nations was organized—and that is that 
the League is a failure and is “powerless 
to prevent the impending clash.” Amer- 
ican Ambassador Dodd, speaking in Ber- 
lin on Columbus day, warned that “anoth- 
er war and chaos” are coming unless 
world statesmen turn away from their 
present nationalistic aims—which they 
are not likely to do. 


As a matter of fact the League of Na- 
tions has been only a snare and a delu- 
sion, for the nations have gone right on 
spending more and more on militarism. In 
fact they have wasted so much on prepa- 
rations for the next war that they have, 
as we know, practically repudiated what 
they owe us for the last war. 


Nobody knows where the next war will 
start—but products and man power are 
accumulating at so much faster a rate 
than they can be used up in a state of 
peace that it would take very little ex- 
cuse to start the conflagration. Presum- 
ably this country will keep out of the 
mix-up. So far as foreign trade and for- 
eign debts are concerned, we have prac- 
tically lost them anyway. We don’t want 
any more land ourselves—but we might 
get worked up to the point of fighting if 
some of the other nations insisted on hav- 
ing a slice of our best territory. 


The last war was fought to “make the 
world safe for democracy”—and it made 
the world safe for nothing whatever. We 
hope that the war makers next time will 
come right out in the open and say plain- 
ly that they are out for conquest and 
spoils and to find markets for their pro- 
ducts, Then at least we will not be 
caught making countless sacrifices for 
some high ideal which is only going to 
be turned into a mockery.

organized as America. The first country 
that this organized atheistic people work- 
ed on was Russia and you see the results 
of their work there, and this has been so 
well planned until it has almost covered 
the world.

It was said by many that the World 
War was a puzzle to thousands.

When the war ended ‘lead- 
ing nations sat around the conference 
table at Versailles and joking diplomat- 
ed for positions of advantage thru their 
representatives. They sought for new 
boundaries, new national recognition, and 
new business; all of them naturally, except 
the Jew. He had no national representa- 
tive at the treasure conference and yet 
when it was all over and settled at the 
time, the Jew was the only one who had 
won in the war, for to him was handed 
back freely the right to return to his own 
country, and apparently no one cared *or 
it or wanted it. Without any prejudice 
or trade agreement, to the Jewish people 
was given the plum of the whole war. Per- 
haps after all that was the reason the

God’s plan to give back to His people 
their national home. When General Allen- 
by walked bareheaded into Jerusalem in 
1917 at the head of the British Exposi- 
tion, he took possession of the city with- 
out a battle. The treasures that the other 
nations coveted and scrambled for at Ver- 
sailles had become as the apple of Sodom. 
The Peace Treaty, the Dawes Plan, the 
Locarno Pact, and the Geneva Confer- 
ence, these all tell the story of impossible 
terms and vanished hopes, but the Jew 
prospers in Palestine because he is the 
only nation that can ever prosper there, 
and so all unecnsciously the nations 
fought the World War to put the Jew 
back into his homeland. It is thought by 
many students of the Bible that in 1917 
the beginning of the end of the times of 
the Gentiles began.

First, we want 
to abide by the ruling of the Assembly 
in raising an amount for missions equal 
to five per cent of the tithes paid into 
each local church. This is to be sent to 
Marvin Laullen at Forrest City, Ark., as 
he is treasurer for the state. Fifty per 
cent goes to Headquarters for foreign 
missions and fifty per cent is held in the 
state for home missions. Remember that 
the church is to raise this and it is not 
to come out of the tithes. It is the pas- 
tor’s duty to see that the church makes 
up this amount, and to fail to do so you 
will be counted disloyal and can’t expect 
God’s favor upon you. For the pastor to 
fail will render him disloyal and he 
won’t rank very high with the Church. 
So if we expect the approval of God on 
our lives, we must be obedient. 

Second. all Sunday Schools tithe your 
offerings and send this in to Headquar- 
ters each quarter for the benefit of estab- 
lishing new Sunday Schools. There are 
many other duties that we will bring to 
you as we visit each church, such as or- 
ganizing new Sunday Schools, Y. P. E’s., 
etc. 

Third, no church has any right to call 
or select a pastor without the advice of 
the overseer. Any church that is working 
in harmony with the General Assembly 
and among yourselves, paying tithes, and 
expect to stand by and support your pas- 
tor and not expect him to go into the 
field and make a share crop, you have 
my consent to select your pastor. I will 
do my best to give you your choice. You 
may think I am getting hard and mean 
to force all the ministers to quit their 
farming altogether. I wish I could, but 
I realize the custom has been in Arkansas 
for pastors to work and make their own 
Way and they have got obligations that 
will force them to make a crop in order

to meet them, but you who are free and 
don’t have to make a crop, we expect you 
to give yourselves to the ministry, caring 
for the flock, and taking in new terri- 
tories. If we can get the cooperation of 
the ministers and churches, and if all 
will be good and obedient, we will be able 
to come to the front and be no longer 
counted in the rear. We can come to the 
front with any other state. Come on, b-- 
loved, we are not going to stay at home 
and say go on, we are going to be in 
front saying come on, and we will win 
the victory. I am going to be in your 
midst as oft as I can, to pray for your 
sick and to enc uvag2 you in every way 
I can, and we can be with you as often 
as neecssary. 

Visit‘ng the church's: We are starting 
Saturday, Oct. 21, visiting the churches 
and placing pastors and district pastors, 
but will not name the district and pastors 
in this as it will take too much space. 
We will line up the districts as fast as 
I can. get to them and if any minister 
has any special field you want to work, 
get in touch with me at once. If I can 
place you there, I will be glad to do so. 
Let’s work together and pray one for the 
other, that God may have His way in 
all things.—Your brother in Christ, L. G.
